CONTROL OF THE

Col. Jones’ Contract Gives Him 
Absolute Authority. 


SO ORDERED BY THE COURT.

Judge Wood Decides That Col. Jones 
Has Full Control of Editerial 
and Business Departments. 


Judge Wood issued an order yesterday 


covering the injunction granted by him, } 


which gives Col. C. H. Jones absolute con- 
trol of the editorial and business depart- 
ments of the Post-Dispatch. The order 
was prepared by Col. Jones’ attorneys, 
Messrs. Judson and Lewis, and presented 
by them to the Court. 

There was a little delay in its arrival, 
and during that time it was suggested by 
Judge Wood that Col. Jones’ bond, signed 
by the St. Louis Trust Co., be approved and 
filed. Mr. Finkelnburg objected until after 
the issuance of the order. At the request 
of Mr. Finkelnburg, who objected to its 
wording, the order was read. It is as fol- 
lows: 

State of Missouri, City of St. Louis, ss.— 
In the Circuit Court of the City of St. Louis, 
October Term, 1895. 
Charles H. Jones, Plaintiff, vs. Samuel 
Williams, Florence D. White, 8S. 5S. 
Carvalho atid the Pulitzer Publishing 
Co., Defendants: 

Now come the parties hereto, and plaint- 
iff’s motion for a preliminary injunction 
herein being fully heard by the Court upon 
the pleadings and affidavits of the parties 
_ and the arguments of counsel, and the 
Court being fully advised therein, it is or- 
dered by the Court that said motion for 
preliminary injunction be sustained; and 
that defendants, Samuel Williams, Flor- 
ence -D. White, S. S. Carvalho and the Pulit- 
zer Publishing Co. and the servants, agents 
and employes of them, and each of them, 
be and are hereby restrained and enjoined, 
pending the hearing and termination of 
this cause, from interfering ‘In any way 
with the plaintiff as editor and manager 
of the Post-Dispatch hewspaper, under 
terms of the contract of Feb. 6, 1895, set 
forth in the petition herein; or with plaint- 
iff’s control thereunder of the editorial pol- 
icy of said newspaper, or with his perform- 
ance of his duties under said contract, in- 
cluding the employment,’ direction or dis- 
missal as editor and manager of said news- 
paper of any of his subordinates and em- 
ployes connected with the editorial, news, 
or business department of said newspaper, 
or in anywise from Interfering with the 
plaintiff's editorial control or business man- 
agement of said newspaper. 


When Mr. Lewis finished reading Mr. 
Finkelnburg rose and said: 

“I have no desire to severely criticise th!s 
order, but I feel it my duty to call your 
Honor’s attention to the language of ‘the 
order, which seems to me to go consider- 
ably beyond what was intended by the re- 
straining order of the Court. Your Honor 
will notice that this order places Col. Jones 
in control of the business management of 
the Post-Dispatch. Now, the line between 
editorial and business control is difficult to 
draw, and your Honor would do well to 
confine thé wording of this order from ex- 
tending toe Sar.” 

“This order was worded,” said Mr. Jud- 
gon, “with the specific purpose of avoiding 
trouble. The order is, I take it, well within 
the Intention of the restraining order issued 

The court. It simply is a little more ex- , 

I in order that your honor may not be 
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every obstacle in the way of the fulfillment 
of this cofitract is not concealed.”’ 

“I beg the gentleman’s pardon,” inter- 
rupted Judge Finkelnburg, “but I would 
like to know upon what authority he states 
to this court the intentions of the defend- 
ants to retard the fulfillment of this con- 
tract?” 

“It is a’ matter of pubiMe notoriety,” re- 
plied Mr. Judson. ‘‘Your Honor is well ac- 
quainted with the situation. Already the 
newspapers contain accounts of Mr. Pul- 
itzer’s intentions.” 

Mr. Finkelnburg: “The newspapers. I 
submit, your Honor, that the defendants 
cannot be bound by newspaper publications. 
I do not hold Mr. Judson or his client re- 
sponsible for what appears in the news- 


 ataleein and think he should extend the 


| same ‘courtesy to us, Let us try this case 
in court, not in the newspapers.” 

| Mr. Judson: “Very well, then, let us aban- 
don discussjon on that point. As I said be- 
fore, I think the order‘presented by us is 
well within the intention of the injunc- 
tion.’’ 

Judge Wood: “I think the order remains 
within the scope of the injunction. It is 
simply a little more explicit and I will al- 
low it to stand.’’ 

The order having been accépted, Mr. Lewis 
again offered the bond for approval. 

“‘Are you satisfied with the security, Mr. 
Finkelnburg?’’ inquired Judge Wood, 

“Yes, your honor.” 

“Then I will approve the bond.” 


At this point the matter-seemed disposed 
of and several attorneys pressed forward 
to offer their motions, but Mr. Finkelnburg 
agajn addressed the Court and raised the 
question of transferring the case. 

“T would like to know, your Honor, wheth- 
er the papers in this case will now be trans- 
ferred to Room No. 1.” 

Judge Wood: “Well, that seems to be a 
matter for future investigation.”’ 

Mr. Judson: “In an impersonal way I de- 
sire to call your Honor’s attention to Rule 
19, of the rules adopted to govern proceed- 
ings in this court. I feel it my duty to call 
your attention to this, as I will call Judge 
Klein’s attention to it.” 

Mr. Finkelnburg: ‘What is this rule?” 

Mr. Judson: “I will read the rule.” 

He then read the rule in full. It provides, 
among other things, that when a court has 
taken up a case it. shali remain in that 
room for final disposition. After reading 
the rule, Mr. Judson said: ... » 

“The fact is that the assignment of this 
case to Judge Klein’s room was an error 
of the Circuit Clerk.: The case came here 
in\the natural course of things and should 
remain here. Of course I, appreciate Mr. 
Finkelnbureg’s position. His ‘client's in- 
terests demand that, the preliminary pro- 
ceeding having gone against him, he should 
try and have the casé transferred to an- 
other room. But can this be properly done 
under the rules of this ‘court? 

Mr. Finkelnbure’s voice betrayed some 
irritation when he replied .to this. He 
said: : ey 

“This objection by counse] at.this point 
is rather a breach of good faith, to say 
the least. It has been tacitly understeed 
all along that the final disposition of €his 
case was to be before Judge Klein. I wave 
never examined this rule but, from the in- 
formation I have, the manner of assign- 
ment to this room was most unusual. As 
I understand it, counsel for the plaintiff 
went to the Circuit Clerk and requested 
that it be assigned: to this room, which 
was done, contrary to precedence. To de- 
sire now to take advantage of this error is 
failing to carry out a tacit agreement.” 

This statement brought Mr. Lewis to his 
feet. He said: 

“The gentleman's 
this matter. is at fault. I 
the suit and am acquainted with the 
facts. On that day I entered the office of 
the Circuit Clerk and told Mr. Jeffreys that 
the matter was urgent, as the directors 
held a meeting at noon. He said he did not 
know whether any court was in session or 
not. At that I went around the Court-house 
in search of a Judge and found Judge 
Wood. I returned to Mr, Jeffreys with this 
information and he assigned the case to 
,Court-room No, 6.” 
| Mr, Judson: “The subsequent assignment 
of the case to Judge Klein was an error. 
‘Mr. Jeffreys was away on & vacation, and 
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that the case had been afeady 
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Judge Wood could be reached. E 
Judge Russell and Judge Withro 
both in the city.” 

Judge Wood: ‘““Were those Judges sitting 
at the time, or had they adjourned their 
courts to court in course?” : 

Mr. Lewts: “I think they had adjourned 
to court in course and your Honor’s court 
was the only one in session that could take 
the matter up.” 

Judge Wood:."“I de not think you are en- 
titled to much sympathy in the present sit- 
uation,‘ Mr. Finkelnburg. You will remem- 
ber that I was reluctant to go on with the 
case, but you insisted on an early hearing.”’ 

This matter was discussed at some 
length, but Judge Wood finally ennounced 
that he would consult with tiis colleagues 
aa the best mode of procedure under | 
the..ruje-of the court. He ‘announced. thet 
he would sit again next Saturday, when 
this pdint may be decided. 


GIVEN UP AS DBAD, 


Strange Case of Seth Matthews, Who 
Wandered for a Menth. 


A strange case came under the surveil- 
lance of the East St. Louis police author-, 
ities this morning when Officer Edwards 
led to the station an old man named Seth 
Matthews, who told a peculiar story to 
Chief Ganey. Matthews says he is 63 years 
old and that he lives near Mooresville. 
Ind., a small hamlet in Morgan County, 
twenty miles southwest of Indianapolis, 


where he owns a good farm of 140 acres and 
has a wife, a grown son and daughter. 

From his statement, Matthews has liter- 
ally been ‘‘dead to the world” for twenty- 
eight days, and the fact that he doesn’t 
drink adds to the peculiarity of the case. 
The last thing he remembers is that on 
the 14th of September he was plowing in 
a field on his farm and fell over. The next 
thing he knew he was sitting on a sand- 
bank south of the Eads Bridge in East 
St. Louis at 3 o’clock Friday afternoon. 
He looked at the Bridge awhile after re- 
gaining consciousness and knew “‘where he 
was at,’’ having seen it years before. - 

He went to the Relay t and remained 
there during the night. e told his condl- 
tion to Officer wa 

Chief Ganey wired the City Marshal at 
Mooresville, who immediately sent a.reply 
to hold the man wntil his friends come 
after him. Matthews is quite intelligent ana 
is bothered to know how the got here. He 
is in a weakened condition and his left 
hand is somewhat swollen from rheuma- 
tism, contracted from exposure. Otherwise 
he is all right. He says he supposes that 
his family. has givén him up for dead. 

Relatives of Matthews will arrive to-day 
to take him back home. They cannot ac- 
count for the strange fate that beféll. him. 
He is supposed to have suffered from a 
temporary mental abberation. 


LEFT HANGING. 


The Body ef Ravishér Henderson, the 
Negro Who Was Lyached. 


JACKSON, Mo.,, Oct. 12.—The body” of 
Will Henderson, the*hegro ravisher lynched 
by a mob last night, ‘was left hanging in 
the woods until ll o’elock this morning, 
when Coroner Blomeyer of Cape Girardeau 


arrived. ‘ 

At the inquest only one witness, Sheriff 
Randoll, was sed, and after a short 
deliberation the jury found a’verdict, stat- 
ing that Henderson came to his death from 
a gunshot wound and hanging, while shack- 
led and han ed, and that it was done by 
a mob, the names of the parties constitut- 
ing the same. béing unknown to the jury.

BUT HE SHOOTS ONE DEAD. 


Leader of the Party That 
Massacred the Sicilians in 
New Orleans.

NEW ORGEANS, La, Oct. 12.—The kill- 
ing of one man in the Poydras Market and 
the probable fatai injury of another form 
the grewsome sequel to the assassination 
of Chief of Police Hennessy and the lynch- 
ing of eleven Italians four years ago. 

One of the bitterest prosecutors of the 
Italians on their trial for the murder of 
Hennessey was Dennis Corcoran, On the 
day of the lynching he was one of the first 
to enter the prison with a gun in his hand, 
and he has a number of times since boasted 
with satisfaction of the work his gun did 
that day. 

Shortly after 8fo’clock this morning Cor- 
coran was sitting at a coffee stand in the 
Poydras Market when Tony Levia and Tony 
Fulca, two Italians, passed behind him and 
without warning Levia jerked out a pistol 


and shot Corcoran in the back and again in 
the arm, emptying .his weapon. Corcoran 
wheeled about, drew his weapon 
returned the fire, and a terrible duel en- 
sued. Fulca handed Levia a second pistol 
when the first had been emptied and Cor- 
coran was wounded six times. One of Cor- 
coran'’s bullets penetrated his assailant’s 
breast and Levia died in three minutes. 


Corcoran is desperately wounded, but 
may live. The attack of the two Italians 
is. ascribed to Corcoran’s activity in the 
lynching of 1891 and is-deemed remarkable 
here as being the first time since the mur- 
der of Hennessey that Italians have at- 
tempted vengeance on any person not of 
their own nationality.

JUDGE COOK’S FUNERAL. 


It Takes Place To-Day at His Home in 
Edwardsville. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 
EDWARDSVILLE, Ill., Oct. 12.—The re- 
mains of Judge Cyrus L. Cook, who died at 
the-@reat Northern Hotel on Friday morn- 
ing, arrived in this city at 6:30 Saturday 
morning, accompanied by his friends, the 
Hon. W. A. Northcott and Judge C. J. Lind- 
ley, of Greenville, who had accompanied him 
to Chicago and were present at his death. 
The remains were met on arrival by a dele- 
|} gation of the Masonic fraternity and mem- 


bers of the Madison County bar and es- 
corted to the St. James Hotel, which had 
been Judge Cook’s home for the past fif- 
teen years, ' 

An impressively sad feature of the case 
is that just one week ago the deceased re- 
turned to this same home happy and suc- 
cessful, accompanied by a band of musi- 
cians, each member personally enthusiastic 
»ver the Judge’s nomination at the district 
convention, congratulations and good wishes 
being showered upon him upon every side. 

Not for years has any death here created 
so profound a sensation. Télegrams of in- 
quiry and regret have been received from 
many distant States. 

The funeral takes place to-day from the 
St. James Hotel, the services being held in 
the Opera-house. The services are to be 
conducted by the Rev. A. A. Hendrick, for- 
mer President of Shurtleff College, assisted 
by the Rev. Justin Buckley of Upper Alton, 
and afterward taken in charge by Masonic 
Lodge No. 99, of which deceased was a 
member. Already many. acquaintances 
from a distance have arrived, and Masonic 
delegations are expected from every lodge 
in the county. The funeral will be one of 
the largest ever witnessed in the county. 

Judge Cook was unmarried, his only sur- 
viving relative living here being a brother. 

As to the successor of Judge Cook as Re- 
publican nominee, conjectures are rife.

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The Armory Reverts to' MEN. 0. Nel- 
son, by Agreement, Jan. 1.

Unless money is forthcoming soon the 
First Regiment, N. G. M., will disband. 
Jan. 1, According to an agreement made 


fifteen years ago, the Armory building will 
pass into the hands of N. O. Nelson, owner 
of the ground upon which it stands. 

When the movement to erect an armory 
began in 1879 Mr. Nelson offered the use of 
his land free, providing that on Jan. 1, 
1896, the regiment would surrender the build- 
ing to him. The structure cost $60,000. It is 
now anything but a suitable place for an 
armory. 

Col. Batdorf, commanding the regiment, 
his staff officers and a number of business 
men recently held a conference at which it 
was planned to form a stock company, the 
capital stock to be sold among business 
men and the money so raised to be used 
in constructing an armory. The plan sug- 
gested provides that, should the reo 
ever be abandoned by the regiment, it shal 
revert to the stockholders. 

Col. Batdorf has an option on a site for 
the new armory at Grand and Hickery 
streets. The lot has a frontage on Hick- 
ory street of 200 feet. It has a history, for 
it is the snot where Fort Freemont once 
stood. Few have known this, but the State 
records confirm it. 

Plans for an armory have been drawn, 
the structure to cost $85,000. The regiment 
has $20,000 on hand which can be subscribed 
toward the new building. 

At present a committee. composed of Jas. 
Bannerman, J. O. Kalb, C: H. Turner, A. 
L. Shapleigh and Dr. F. M. Rumbold are 
soliciting funds for the erection of a sepa- 
rate home for Battery A. 

The battery and the Ist Regiment have 
for some time been at loggerheads. Before 
the big drill at the Fair Grounds Co, G of 
the Ist Regiment drilled in the gun park, 
where the artillery usually practices. This 
was done because the drill hall was being 
used by another company. Col. Batdorf, 
who has control over the whole building, 
though not over the battery, gave Co. G 
permission to drill there.

He ignored 
Col. Batdorf’s order, it is said, and told 
the infantry to get out.

Dr. Caesare Lombroso, theseminent Ital- 
fan criminologist, suggests the practical 


to pedagogy. 


inal tendencies are strong in all children. 
In the great majority they are the normal 
traits of untrained human nature and 
may be eradicated by education and dis- 
cipline. In others they are pathological, 
arising from epilepsy or deficient devel- 
opment, which may be corrected by spe- 
cial treatment and training. There is a 
third class in which the tendencies are 
|} congenital and ifneradicable, and from 
this class come the worst habitual crim- 
inals who afflict society. 

Dr. Lombroso’s suggestion is that 
teachers should pay particular attention 
to the criminal marks and tendencies of 
their pupils in order that they may be 
treated according to their needs. Those 
in whom tendencies are eradicable should 
be given the medical treatment or special 
training required -and should be care- 
fully removed from influences favorable 
tocrime. Those who are incurable should 
be isolated before society has suffered 
from their crimes and wasted money 
and effort on them. 

Unquestionably, ff society is to reap 
practical benefits from the discoveries 
of Dr. Lombroso’s school he has pointed 
out the best way to utilize them. If 
criminality, as Dr. Lombroso contends, 
can be detected in its tnolpiency, that fs 
the time to check it, or, if that is im- 
possible, to isolate it before it has in- 
flicted damage on society.

ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 12.—The road con- 
gress to be held fhree days here, begin- 
ning Thursday, will attract a good deal 


of attention from all parts of the coun- 
try. An extensive programme has been ar- 
r ed, and invitations hav e been urged on 
all State highway commissions, State and 
local improvement associations and boards 
of trade, together with minor leagues and 
societies interested in this vital question. 

The meeting will be held in the Hall of 
Representatives, and the representatives of 
the Agricultural Department at Washing- 
ton will be Mr. Samuel C. Neely, Assistant 
Engineer and General Stone Chief of the 
Road Inquiry partment. Invitations 
have also been issued to road constructing 
companies and other bodies engaged in 
the practice and business of road making: to 
attend. It is also decided that such com- 
panies send exhibits of material and work 
to the meeting, and those who desire will 
be given a chance to engage in the series 
of road building experiments which will be 
inaugurated during the conférence. The 
Department of Agriculture will have ‘ex- 
hibits in road construction, including the 
Telford and Macadam plans, the roads form- 
ing a permanent: part of the exposition 
grounds, 

Among the enthusiastic good roads dele- 
gates, are Gov. Fuller of Vermont, who has 
recommended to the Legislature of his 
State the necessity of good highways, and 
Judge Thayer of Iowa, who has endeared 
himself to the cyclists of his State by 
advocating good roads in and out of season.

two books for each district, one for the boys 
and one for the girls. I desire that encour- 
agement to work shall alwrys be given in 
my name. I bequeath to tLe communes of 
Ville d’'Avray and Marnes la Coquette a 
any sum of 200 francs, to form four sav- 
ings bank books of 650 francs each. I be- 
queath to the Charity Department of the 
city of Paris the sum of 100,000 francs, in 
order to found, for the maintenance per- 
étually in my name, Alboni, in one of the 
ospitals of the city of Paris, ‘two beds 
(or more, if the sum should permit), which 
shall be set apart exclusively for persons 
of Italian nationality without distinction 
of occupation or religion. I bequeath after 
the death of my husband that portrait in 
oil by Herignon to the Carnavalet Museum, 
I bequeath to the city of Paris 36,000 francs, 
of which my husband, Charles Denis Sieger, 
Shall have the usufruct.”’ 

Mme. Alboni appointed her husband, 
Chas. Denis Sieger, universal legatee, sub- 
ject to the depositions, and added: 

“It is by signing and following that su- 
preme and, aWove all others, consoling art, 
that I have acquired all the fortune whieh 
I possess, and I shall quit this life with the 
sweet thought of having disposed of the 
same in such a manner as to encourage 
and console’’

museum, of the hvuse formerly occupied by 
the late Thomas: Carlyle, at Chelsea, and 
the successful accomplishment of that un- 
dertaking, tt has been proposed to purchase 
the house formerly occupied by Turner, the 
great English painter, which is also located 
at Chelsea.

“Once since she has lived with the Rheas, 
Lydia has visited me. I noticed. a change 
in her then, and asked her about it.

Had I known what she was coming to I 
would never have let her leave me. Since 
their treatment of her has gradually grown 
worse. They have told her that my char- 
acter is bad, and that her relatives are 
not fit for her to associate with.

acready, with all his mannerisms—they 
were called affectations—was to my think- 
ing the most intellectual actor I ever saw. 
I have seen others who were more magnetic, 
more powerful, more spacious, more sym- 
pathetic and more imaginative, but I never 
saw one with more mental distinction. His 
reflective quality was all the time invisibly 
present, and it gave him the master's 
tinction in spite of the incidental frippery 
which he believed was a part of a rude 
northern court. 

Then I. saw Murdock play Hamlet. He 
was an elocutionist with a voice process, 
and his Hamlet was what we used to call 
at school “lampy.”’ It seemed to me al- 
ways to be thumb-marked out of its rug- 
ged dramatic honesty. .And one could not 
escape the impression that the actor had 
rubbed off many saliencies in trying to find 
the verbal roots. You felt when it was all 
over that the play had been read to a class. 
The story had somehow got Submerged in 
the process. hogs 

DAVENPORT ND. FORREST. 

Let me see. Then there was dear old Ned 
Davenport. How we used to shout at his 
Hamlet and accept all his traditional points 
for inspiration and put up with the Dane 
because, Black Eyed Susan was pretty 
Sure to come after. 

A good actor—God rest his soul!—and I 
doubt not very much better than our young 
enthusiasm supected. His Hamlet was as 
redicable, as punctilious as 


‘an old bachelor’s bath. Everything had a

Of course I did not see the great George 
Frederick, who now lies headless in St. 
Paul's Churchyard, but I saw his mantel 
on the brawny shoulders of the young 
Forrest. A Nemean Hamlet. “Every petty 
artery’’ of which cried out; full of eructa- 
tions, gutteral depths, regurg‘tations and 
inarticulate suspirations and death rattles, 
as “Il Capitan”. is full of gnarled trunks 
and ravines, but majestic with all, and 
heaving a broad sky line above the prairies 
of the stage that never left the eye of mem- 


ory- - 

He had in a supreme degree “the noble 
ardor,’ very jungly and wild, no doubt, 
but it took fire easily, and then there was 
a blaze. The only man that ever came within 
speaking distance of him as Othello was 
G. V. Brooke—and to mention that name ‘s 
like striking a: buried bell as we dig. ° 

GUSTAVUS BROOKE. 

Not long ago I was turning over the 
heavy volumes of John Coleman’s recollec- 
tions—very- English they are and opinion- 
ated, but I came upon this paragraph: 

“G. V. Brooke in Othello certainly eclips- 
ed all living actors save Edwin Forrest, 
who towered head and shoulders above them 
all, not even excepting the much be-slavered 
Salvini.” 

How excellent is a judgment that might 
have-been written by yourself. *“‘Towered,”’ 
yes, surely; and glowered. 

Some electrical flashes of histrionism stay 
along the horizon of one’s recollections like 
heat, lightning, recurrent reminders of 
storm somewhere. Who that ever saw Gus- 
tavus Brooke ig the quarrel scene of Othel- 
lo, where he comes rushing down between 
the combatants shouting, ‘‘Hold, for your 
lives,’’ ever forget it? All subsequent re- 
productions of the scene were sketches in 
water. He was a like a chariot of the sun. 
The flashing sweep of his scimitar was 
Jove’s own bolt. There was no holding 
the audience, it leaped to the occasion as so 
many iron fillings leap obediently to the 
magnet. 

Similarly some of us can recall] Forrest in 
the “‘Gladiator,’’ and in the ctrse scenes 
of ‘‘Richelieu,”’ and feel the vibrations yet, 
just as we recall Rachel in Phedre or Char- 
lotte Cushman in the first wild rush of 
Meg Merrilles. 

Truly in those old summers of the drama 
there were eagles in the air. 

AND THEN BOOTH. 

If Chearles Kean’ played Hamlet on his 
last visit to this country="45 wasn't it?— 
I did not see it, and was not old enough 
to make much of it, unless it was as com- 
manding as Macready’s, and it isn’t worth 
while to recall all the stock actors who 
afterwards did it. But Forrest had plowed 


ame a young man who husbanded it. His 
name was Edwén Booth. He filed a sort of 
caveat with the public, and so far as this 
country is concerned, all the other fel- 
lows played it only with ‘“‘the kind per- 
mission” of the critics. If Forrest’s Ham- 
let was stentorian and Macready’s rhetor- 
ical, Booth’s was elocutionary. It exactly 
filled the matrix of rising dilettantism, 
which was a little thin-skinned and didn’t 
want to have its serene textual contempla- 
tion sbocked by extraneous exhibitions of 
histrionism. In a word it was the most cor- 
rect Hamlet we ever had, but physically 
and figuratively it had no stomach. 

_'} believe Mr. Gus Pitou tells a story to 
the effect that he was playing with Booth 
one night, and, the audience mistaking him 
for Booth, he got all the applause afd was 
discharged the next day. This was not 


“mentioned in any of the accounts of Mr. 
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Booth’s personality. But fancy anybody 
being accepted by mistake as Forrest or 
Brooke! 

After Edwin Booth made his contract 
with fame other people took only a shy at 
Hamlet. Barry Sullivan. Lawrence Barrett, 
Frank Mayo, Frederick Paulding, the Count 
Johannes, just to keep the outlying memo- 
ries green. The red-letter days were fur- 
nished by foreigners who rushed in wheré 
Americans feared to tread permanently. 

HTER, BARNAY, IRVING. 

Fechter, lymphatic and watery-eyed, fur- 
nished it as a souffie, with blue flames and 
a yellow wig, reminding us of Armand 
Duval after he had pawned his dress suit, 
but all the same as romantic as one of 
Ernest Renan’s essays on the Israelites, 
packed as full of symbolism and personal 
contrivance as that bandbox Bernhardt 
calls her repertoire, with philosophy pirou- 
etting and elocution figureheading it and 
passion quivering and trembling in the ap- 
proved French style of passion, as if it 
had a bonbon under its tongue. 

Then Barnay, Salvini, Rossi, Irving, who 
with Fechter, were the only men who in- 
sisted on playing Hamlet out of themselves 
and not out of Dowden, Schiegel, Hazlitt 
or Ulrici, and eonsequently played it ciean 
out of the traces of American precedent. 

To the home-made observer, who has the 
stereotyped Hamlet reigning in his retina, 
Irving’s looked very much like some of the 
Dore pictures in “Don Quixote.” To the 
liberal connoisseur Irving’s production was 
simply a triumph of that new composite art 
which Richard Wagner more than any- 
bedy else furnished’ to the nineteenth cent- 
ury—an art which, if not preservative of 
all arts, is at least compouness of all arts 
under the general postulate that not one of 
them can stand on its own legs. 

When I am invited to see Henry Irving’s 
performance I think of a friend of mine 
who lives in one of those stupendous apart- 
ment houses up-town and occasionally asks 
me to come and see his home. The Castle 
of Elsinore could not be much larger. *My 
friend shows me Elizabethan facade, Greek 
entablature, Italian decoration, neh 
roof, liveried servitors, great echoing 
courts, and then we go up to a niche on the 
sixth floor, which is his home. 

Similarly I look

egated him to Othello. He was built to 
strangle Desdemona and jump on Iago. He 
brought to Hamlet the Tuscan side lights, 
very. garish indeed in comparison with 
Rossi's, but pulsing with a_ tropica 
shimmer, articulate with a language of 
gesture that was new, but altogether too 
vitally robust even for a primitive Dane 
who had been rubbed down an 
up to our national ideal of what a Dan 
gentleman ought to be when he appears 
before the ladies and gentlemen of the nine- 
teenth century. ~

R. WHITESIDE’S HAMLET.

Young Salvini, that Lombardy 
poplar, with a graft of the American live 
oak in him; Willard, the conscientious Eng- 
lish.actor, who never acted a lie, and last 
Mr. Whiteside, who comes back. here some- 
what demurely after one rebuff, very much 
like the schoolboy, who having been knocked 
down by the ruffian of the school, insists 
upon getting on his feet again and staying. 

I have expressed my opinicn of young 
Salvini—not presumptuously or finally [I 
hope. It seemed to me that his Shakes- 
pearian stream took more heed of the stones 
(enameled stonegeI grant you) that broke 
his current than of the flowers on the bank. 

But, dear me, nobody ever took Hamlet 
with a header. It has to.be waded into 
slowly. Can any of you reca]! Booth in the 
part at the Winter Garden? How clearly 
undecided it was! To say that that was 
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HOW THEY DIFFER. |

Maybe the hogs happen to be of the but- 
cher grades, that is their weight ranges 
free 150 to 2% pounds. If this is the case, 
e offars to dispose of thenr at the existing 
price for this grade. He may have to do a 
deal of talking before he can sell his hogs, 
and again there may be a big demand for 
the grAde he has. In either event_he sells 
them/ and then they are “weighed vm al 
They’ are all piled on the huge scales, 
which are in every division of the Stock 
Yards, and their total weight is taken by 
the weighmaster. Then they are run off 
the scales and a special man, employed for 
the purpose, counts them. This is for the 
benefit of salesmen and buyers, who by di- 
viding the total weight by the number of 
hogs get the average weight of a hog. If 
the salesman can’t get the price he asks 
for his consignment he generally holds it 
over until the next day’s market. Or if 
the owner of the hogs objects to this the 

load is shipped out to Chicago.

A man Styled 
In the~business of pipe-making 4 gone 
places a great mass of this on @ bench, 
moulds it into tips, working with both 
taeds: and nipping off with each hand a 
ump which experience has taught him 
will be sufficient for the manufacture of 
pne pipe; he then deftly pinches and rolls 
the two pieces simultaneously, so that 
each, in a second’s time, assumes the form 
of a rough globe with a long tail to it. A 
flozen of these he sticks lightly together in 
one lump, and in this form they lie for sev- 
eral hours and until the clay has attained 
by partial drying the proper hardness for 
successful moulding. 

After this process they pass to the 
‘‘moulder.”’ Each moulder sits at a low 
bench with a simple lever press before him. 
He has also an iron mould consisting of 
two parts, hinged together. The interior of 
this mould is covered with whatever em- 
blems or letters it is intended that the pipe 
shall bear in relief upon its surface. Tak- 
ing. up a tip of clay and tunneling it with, 
oil, So as to prevent the clay from sticking 
to the mould, he lays it in one-half of the 
mould and runs through it a long steel 
a. which makes the stem with a hole 
n it, 

After this the man closes the mould, 
pushes it into the press and brings down 
the stopper upon it, which fornmis the bowl 
of the pipe. As he pulls the mould out again 
a sharp, swinging knife automatically 
pares off smoothly the excess of clay 
squeezed out at the top of the bowl, and all 
this is done as rapidly as the deft fingers 
of the man can work. The “roller” can 
turn out 384 tips in an hour, and the 
“moulder,”” who makes from $16 upward a 


/ week, must, if he works ten hours a day 


for: six days, mould at least 256 pipes per 
hour, or a little over four and a quarter 
a minute for the sum stated, as his wages 
are only 20 cents a gross. The moulder’s 
dozen is sixteen, and not twelve, and his 
gross 192, instead of 144, 

How the hole gets into macaroni and ver- 
micelli is one of the simplest things in the 
world. The best materials are used in the 
manufacture. The wheat is the best hard 
winter wheat, from which the flour is made, 
and there is an almost interminable knead- 
ing of it so as to make the dough as com- 
pact as possible. The men are employed in 
ert qe it as long as they can stand the 
abor. itis then taken out and placed upon 
a table, where it goes through another siege 
of punching with pestles until it is con- 
sidered of sufficient toughness to go into 
form. 

From the table, in a great mass it is taken 
and placed in a copper cylinder sitting verti- 
cally upon a round frame with a hole in the 
center underneath the receptacle. Above 
this cylinder is a strong screw. The dough 
is placed within the vertical cylinder, and on 
top of this is placed a piston which fits the 
cylinder perfectly tight. The screw is run 
down upon the piston, and men take hold of 
the three long levers attached to the top of 
the screw and walk around slowly, thus 
forcing the et yt down upon the dough 
within the cylinder. 

It is after the screw gets a good hold that 
slender streams of dough may be noticed 
shooting down underneath the cylinder, 
through small perforations in the bottom, 
and as they reach the length of two or more 
feet, they are cut off by a man who hangs 
them over a wooden frame and carries them 
away where they may remain to dry on 
frames for eight days, when they are ready 
foruse. The big holes in the cylinder make 
macaroni and the small holes vermicelli. 

It requires a close inspection of the cylin 
der to discover how the hole gets in the 
dough. Depending from each of these holes 
in the pe tg cylinder is a wire which is of 
@ small size for vermicelli and a larger wire 
for macaroni. As the dough is being forced 
with great pressure down towards the bot. 
tom of the receptacle. It passes over an 
around these wires, thus making the 8- 
terious hole in a simple manner. Heat’ be- 
ing applied, the material contracts and pre- 
gerves the hole there intact. 


BIG PROFITS ON PENNIES. 


Government Makes Money, But Has 
Hard Work to Supply the Demand. 


Gold is coined in Philadelphia and San 
Francisco. Not enough of it comes into the 


mint at New Orleans to make the coinage 
of it there worth while. All three mints 
make every denomination of silver pieces. 
The minor coins of base metal, cents and 
nickels, are all minted in Philadelphia 
where nearly 100,000,000 pennies areturn 
out annually. 

Cents, being of small value, are carelessly 
handled and are lost in such great num- 
bers that the treasury has to work hard to 
maintain the supply. The profit to the gov- 
ernment on their manufacture is large, 
however, inasmuch as the blanks for them 
are purchased for $1 per 1,000 from a firm 
in Connecticut that produces them by con- 
tract. Blanks for nickels are obtained in 
the same way, costing Uncle Sam only a 
cent and a half apiece. 

Gold cpase are the only coins of the 
United States which are worth their face 
value intrinsically. A double eagle contains 
$20 worth of gold, without counting the one- 
tenth part of copper.

These 
strapping Barcelona girls were for- 
merly mill hands, hardly earning a 
pittance. They became bull-fighters, and 
now they make $20 apiece for every fight in 
which they engage. 

Poor old Spain! Her bdull-fights and her 
Moorish ruins are all that are left to her. 


The Moorish ruins are hateful in her eyes, 
but the bull-fight remains the chosen 
“sport’’ of her 20,000,000 of people. 

hese bull fights by women are con- 
ducted in the same manner as when the 
toreadors are men. They wear the same 
costumes, and the scenes are characterized 
by the same brutality. In fact, were it not 
for their smaller stature, more shapely legs 
and daintier feet, no one would think they 
were women. Certainly not from any 
shrinking from their brutal task, for they 
seem to riot in the blood of these ignoble 
shambles and take a diabolftal delight in 
the suffering of the doomed animals. 

Their horses are the same, broken down, 
that in late years have been reserved for 
the national sport of Spain. 

The Amazonian picadors come into the 
arena astride these poor, broken-down 
brutes, dressed in the Gostume of Spanish 
knights of old. They carry lances, and 
take their position in the middle of the 
arena, opposite the bull stalls. Then come 
the chulos on foot, who distribute them- 
selves in the spaces between the barriers. 
The chulos are attired in splendid cloaks, 
and wear a great deal of gay ribbon, alto- 
gether making a gorgeous flash of color.

ASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 10.—“I would 
| not advise anyone to go to the Yukon district 
of in search of.gold,” said Dr. Geo. 
F. r, expert of the Geological Survey, 
in Washington, to a Sunday Post-Dispatch 
correspondent. He had just returned from a 
scientific prospecting tour in that far-away 
land. He was led to make this statement in 
view of the expedition of Hamilton Galt, who 
proposes to go to.Alaska to hunt for the 
Lost Lake of the Golden Bow and its $70,000 
of gold nugget. 

“There is gold there, in placer deposits,” 
said the doctor, “but life is too short to 
make it worth while to undergo the hard- 
ships one has to encounter in obtaining it. 
In the winter the thermometer goes down to 
60 or 70 degrees below zero, and in the sum- 
mer jt is very hot, often registering as high 
as 100 degrees. The winter lasts for nine 
months of the year and the intense cold 
freezes the ground solid, and it never gets 
thawed out for a greater depth than a foot. 

“This fact necessitates a peculiar method 


of mining for the gold. The miners, during 
the winter, light large fires over the sur- 
face that they desire to dig and thaw out the 


ground to a certain extent in this way. They} 


then remove the earth until they get dowm 
to the frozen ground again and then they. 
build another fire and so on, When the spring 
freshets come they have water enough to 
wash out the loose auriferous earth they 
have obtained im this arduous way.

Fuchsin is not 
poisonous in itself, but rosalin, of which 
this and many other coloring matters are 
salts, are obtained by treating aniline with 
oxidizers, of which two are as dangerous as 
they are common—namely, nitrate of mer- 
cury and arsenic acid. It is’ rare to find 
fuchsins that does not contain more or less 

ison. The observations of French physi- 
cians have shown that articles of clothing 
colored with this substance and placed 
im contact with the skin cause not only 
local eruptiens, but symptoms of disease 
throughout -the system. For instance, cases 
of erythema and serious inflammation of 
the skin have been caused by wearing red 
merino stockings colored by the makers 
with rosanilin containing arsenic as an 
impurity.

Pirates are by no eau and gone, 
The long, low-lying razor-prowed vessel 
that carried at her peak the black flag, 
with ite white sku and crossbones, may 
not cruise about for prey as it did of yore, 
but the pirates themselves are still ia 
active business. On the blue waters of the 


Mediterranean only the other da 

few miles off the coast of Moroses: bay 
ish felucca, the Virgin de los Ange 
was drifting placidly on the tide of a 

calm, when eight long boats, filled with 
Swarthy Moors, pulled off from the shore 
with long, vigorous sweeps of the oars. 

It was the Riff pirates once more, the 
descendants of that famous old band of 
“water rats’’ that swept the seas just 
south of the Rock of Gibraltar in the Mid- 
dle Ages. A fellveca@a is but a small craft, 
and has a complement of no more than 
eight or nine sailors. Resistance, therefore, 
was utterly useless, and the Riffs in the 
long boats were masters of the situation, 
Tney did not kill, for piracy was too easy. 
In the twinkling of an eye they stripped the 
little ship, taking away the entire cargo,’ 
all the spare canvas, the crew's cloth- 
ing, the captain's belongings and $600 in 
good silver coin. The seamah and master, 
afraid of their lives, stood passively by 
and watched their craft denuded of every- 
thing except her standing sails. Then the 
followers of Capt. Kidd sent a few parting 
shots at the ship, flashed their sharp knives 
and pulled back to shore. 

The Riffs for years have been a menace 
to commerce and pleasure on the waters 
of the Mediterranean. They are the only 
Pirates to-day on the edge of civilization. 
Cruising along the coast of Morocco, es- 
pecially off the Isle of Alhucemas, where 
they chiefly abound, is full of risks. Should 
a calm come up these warrior Moors off 
the seashore invariably push their boats 
ween the surf and row out for plun- 
er. 

All the European Governments have pro- 
tested that these brigands of the ocean 
must be wiped off the seas. The mishap of 
the Virgin de los Angeles has aroused the 
British Government, which will send a gun- 
boat to patrol the coast. The crew of the . 
Virgin de los Angeles were fortunate in 
that they escaped with their skins whole. 
For it is seldom that piracy by the Riffs is 
unmarked with murder. 

Their most notable piracy of the past 
few months was the looting of the Dutch 
brigantine Anna early in the summer. The 
Anna had set sail from Bari, a port on 
the Adriatic, between Brindisi and the 
Gulf of Manfredonia. She had aboard a 
cargo of oil for L’Orient and Douarnenz, in 
Brittany, and was manned by a crew of aix. 
On a Sunday afternoon she lay becalmed 
seven miles from the shore, between 
Mellila and Ceuta. Ceuta is derectly op- 
posite the Rock of Gibraltar. . 
A boat was observed pulling towards the 
vessel. It was mann by seven or eight 
savage-looking Moors, stripped to the waist 
and armed with long knives and breech- 
loading rifles. Their heads were shaved, 
save for a long tuft of hair on the top. 

They shouted to the captain to lower 
sail, and when he refused, began straight 
away to open fire on the vessel. The crew 
armed themselves with hatchets and crow- 
bars. The Riff that stood in the bow at- 
tempted to spring aboard, and was struck 
down by the Anna’s mate. Before he reached 
the deck a pirate bullet. caused that officer 
to fall like a dog. 

But one firearm was aboard the Anna, 
a revolver, which was then in the Capt 
tain’s hands. This he promptly fired, but 
the ball had hardly left its chamber be- 
fore his hand was shattered by another 
from the boat. Other craft filled with 
pirates were pulling out to the brigantine 
with long, swift strokes. Ten, a dozen, 
twenty and more Riffs leaped aboard and 
struck the Captain down with 1 wound that 
afterwards proved fatul, straighc in the 
stomach.

The tangle 
of wild hills and mountains within which 
the most of them live, almost overlook- 
ing the southern coast of Europe, is very 
nearly the least known part of Africa to- 
day. Between the hills are many rich 
valleys, and these men and women descend- 
ants of the Barbary rangers are skillful 
farmers. They manage to surround them- 
selves with many comforts, by the simple 
art of smuggling and trading with smug- 
giers. 

They are especially well armed, and Du- 
veyrier, a French explorer, learned that 
they had over 6,000 guns and a formidable 
armament. 

Another band of modern pirates are the 
freebooters of the waters of Malay,. who 
cruise about in .— and proas.

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DREDGING FOR GOLD. 


Endless Chains of Buckets Scoop Up 
Idaho Gravel. 


Recently valuable deposits of gold have 
been struck in [daho, Montana and (Cali-| 
fornia. The sands of the Snake Rivér, in 
Idaho, are being mined for “flour gold,” 
which ig so called because it is so ex- 
tremely fine. In former days it could not 
be obtained at a profit. The ld occurs 
in bars in the channel, and the methods 
employed for securing it are quite simple. 

Powerful steam engines are mounted on 
big flat boats, and the gravel is fetched 
aboard in buckets that are attached to an 
endless chain. The buckets are dumped one 
after another into a hopper, which acts 
also ag an agitator. The egg yom Fin may 
on copper plates by the help ver, 
the refuse passes overboard. 

In this way one hundred tons of gra 
can be handled in a day, at rofit of $100, 
the work of only three men n 
The sands of many streams in 
Virginia and North Carolina contain gold, 
but the metal is in ttle n ts, and would 
have to be separa by other ,processes.

LAYING WIRES BY BICYCLES. 


A New York Inventor Makes Inter- 
Post Communication Easy. ’ 


R. H. Wolff, of New York, who has in- 
vented. many novelties in the bicycle line, 
including magazine rapid-firing gun, con- 
trolled by the cyclist, and a tricycle cannon 
elsewhere described, has just made public 


his last appliance for rapidly laying a pro- 

visional military . telegraph or telephone 

a The- illustration shows the general 
ea. 

On the handle-bar of the bicycle is se- 
cured a bracket constructed to-hold the 
necessary equipments for establishing a 
complete telegraphic line, if desired, as well 
as a telephone line, if desired. A telegraphic 
transmitting instrument ‘and a receiving in- 
strument are mounted on this bracket. 
When the bicycle is supplied with telephonic 
apparatus, the receiver is preferably sus- 
pended by holders from the front of the 
bracket. Any suitable construction may be 
employed for throwing either the telephonic 
or telegraphic apparatus into the circuit. 

In laying the temporary line, the end of 
the wire on the reel is made fast at head- 
quarters, and, as the rider goes forward, 
the wire is unreeled. The rider, from time 
to time, secures the wire to some conven- 
ient object, such as a tree, either directly 
or by the use of suitable insulators. To en- 
able a long line to be laid, the bicycle is 
provided at convenient points with means 
for holding one or more extra reels of wire. 

At the end of the lime the _ “rider 
grounds the battery wire by the use of a 
suitable plate provided with a biriding post, 
to which latter one ,the battery is secured. 
The plate is provided with a head, in order 
that it can be driven into the ground. 

The end of the wire may be secured in 
the pintle of the reel, and placed in elec- 
trical connection with the battery through 
the metallic frame of the bicycle, in which 
case the rubber tires of the bicycle will 
give a perfect insulation from the ground; 
or, at the end of the line, the wire may be 
cut and secured directly to the binding post 
at the battery. 

With a wheel constructed as described, a 
telegraphic or telephonic circuit. can be 
quickly established between headquarters 
and outlying posts, or between two or more 
outlying posts; and reports received and in- 
structions given with great facility. 


BICYCLE CANNON. 


A Pair of Death-Dealing Machines In- 
vented by a New Yorker. 

The superintedent of the Wolff-American 
Wheel Company is engaged in the perfection 
of two applications of the cycle idea to mod- 
ern warfare. A jealous guarded secret is 
that of a rapid-fi magazine gun at- 
tached to the handle- of a bicycle. The 
deadly weapon, discharging 400 shots a min- 
nute from its fanlike arrangement of _glis- 
tening barrels, is operated by the rider, the 
same power that propels the wheel being 
used to fire the gun:at will. A platoon of 
cyclist mounted on these death-dealing en- 
gines would work great havoc upon a mob 
or an enemy at close range. 

The other engine, not yet perfected to 
the satisfaction of the inventor, is shown 
in an accompanying sketch. It is called 
the “American Flying ‘\Artillery.’’ The 
small cannon is to be a rapid-firing breech- 
loader. men ride the machine. The 
ammunition is carried on another wheel 

similar construction. In action the rid- 
ers dismount, swing the carriage a ; 
fire a volley or two, and then remounting, 
resume their fight. Tihs novel piece of 
field artillery was shown on the day of 
the opening of the Harlem — canal and 
naval parade, being saluted with 100 —_ 
as it the foot of East One Hun 
and Eighteenth street.

ALL SORTS OF SADDLES. 


A Part of the Wheel Which Seems Not 
to Have Been Perfected. 

After the bicycle had come to stay; after 
the clergy had surrendered, and society had 
given the wheel the approval of being good 
form, a few physicians combined to declare 
that life on the steed was conducive to many 


physical ills. Especially was the saddle in- 
veighed against, and perhaps with much 
reason. Inventive genius was at once in- 
voked. As a result there are nearly as many 
varieties of saddles on the market as there 
are wheels. 

All physical conditions seem to be met. 
The specimens given in the accompanying 
illustration are selecte at random from trade 
catalogues and cyclé newspapers. Experts 
long since pronounced the hard spring or 
hammock saddle a very defective contriv- 
ance for supporting the whole weight of the 
body. A seat on a ladder should be rendered 
as comfortable as a chair. Experience is 
rather against the pneumatic saddle, ag it 
permits the rider to roll, it readily gets hot 
and is liable to deflation. 

Wire spring saddles, automatic ——— 
saddles that recall the old McClellan, an

| bets authority, who writes over the nom 
de plume of “Betsy B.,”” says that to the or- 
dinary observer of the metropolitan cycler 
the fact becomes at once evident that nearly 
one-third of the wheels which are being 
ridden are out of track. So common does 
this seem to be that it begets an idea that 
perhaps, after all, the diamond frame is 
not the perfect one it is supposed to be. 
This variance in trackage is all the way 
from a quarter to as much as three inches, 
and it seems strange that riders should not 
at once detect it, owing to the uncomforta- 
bleness of riding a wheel in such a condi- 
tion. When you find that the machine you 
ride does not steer well, or when the rear 
wheel tire gives forth a peculiar swishing 
sound when being ridden over a dusty sur- 
face, you are safe to suspect that the 
wheels do not track, and an early visit to 
a competent repairer is advisable.

NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—Of course, the 
event of the week in the theaters was the 
opening of “Hansel and Gretel,” by the, 
company sent over—and followed—by Sir 
Augustus Harris of London town, which 
was given at Daly’s Tuesday night. Abroad 
this has had the greatest success of any 
similar production for a number of years 
and probably with good reason. But woes 
and thie week, it has not seemed equal to 
its reputation by a very great deal, though 
it is improving. That was the fault of the 
English manager. He either made a grave 
blunder in the selection of hig “‘artists,’’ or 
followed the example of other’foreign man- 
agers who have been wont to reg Amer- 
ica as a land of crudity, unable to. dis- 
tinguish true merit in a singer and there- 
fore the very place in which to dump bad 
bargains in the operatic market, with the 
result of sending up a lot of amateurs or 
misfit vocalists. With one or two ex- 
ceptions the singers in “‘Hansel and Gretel” 
are very poor indeed, and they must be im- 
proved on before the work can have justice 
done it. With that done, the opera will un- 
doubtedly have a great run in this country. 
It has in it all the capabilities of success. 
But of more interest, because it will be 
seen by more people, was the production at 
the Empire Monday of “Christopher, Jr.”’ 
Singularly enough that is the second play 
given here this season which is the work 
of a woman, the author in this case being 
Mrs. Madelaine Lusette Byley. That was 
enough for some of the critics; they have 
not been willing to see merit or originality 
in her work and have written it.down with 
faint praise from the first, ascribing all its 
good features to the French and its weak- 
nesses to the author. The latter insists 
that the whole of “Christopher, Jr.”’ is her 
own idea, worked out in her own way. It 
is not startlingly original, it may have faults 


and there, but such more intimately con« 
cern the critics per se tnan the spectator, 
who pays his money and makes or un- 
makes a success on the stage. Unques- 
tionably the verdict as seen from.the box 
office is far and away for the woman and 
not for the critic. The audience likes 
“Christopher, Jr.”’ It settles down to a 
thorough enjoyment of the piece and the 
interest awakened in the first act increases 
to the end. Here is the story of the play: 

Christopher Colt, Sr., is a hard-headed 
man of business and he wants his son, who 
bears the same name, to be a professional 
man, but the young fellow has a taste for 
business and pursues._a course that brings 
about the father’s dislike. Not only that, 
but he gets himself into a bad ‘scrape. 
Going to Trinidad on a time, by mistake, he 
went to sleep in the upper berth of a 
steamer’s state-room. Hearing a snore, 
which he does not recognize as his own, he 
awakes and discovers that a lady is in the 
lower berth. He rushes out of the room, 
but the dady’s father is on board and does 
not kill Christopher, but marries him to 
the daughter under impossible circum- 
stances, such that neither party sees the 
other, and Christopher signs the name of a 
friend to the certificate. The two never 
meet till three years later, 
assumed names, they fall in love, and 
through a series of amusing complications, 
reaching a comedy climax in \the last act, 
discover their condition and are happy. 
Christopher, Sr., Who has filled his son’s 
life full of hardships all the while, is won 
over in time to bless the young couple and 
provide handsomely for them. 

Not a little of the success is, of course, 
due to the exquisite art of the players. 
John Drew is too well known to need men- 
tion, but even his efforts have done less 
for ‘“‘Christopher’’ than the perfect naitural- 
ness of Miss Maud Adams, who holds the 
mirror up to nature in a rather difficult role 

rare faithfulness. She simply becomes 
her part and is Dora Hedway and not Miss 
Adams. She leads her fellows easily, how- 
ever good they may be. For simple enjoy- 
ability this play is far above the average 
production. The house has always been 
filled, and the chances are good for its 
holding the boards for quite a run. It de- 
serves it.

When the hospital curses looked at 
Dr. Wood’s wounds they advised the taking 
off of the limb, which had swollen enor- 
mously. Most of the surgeons believed 
that the shot from the revolver, as it was 
supposed to have been, had rebounded from 
the leg, as there was nothing to mark the 
place where it entered the flesh save a little 
scar. An old German surgeon, Burgomas- 
ter by name, disagreed with the decision 
to amputate the limb and advised waiting. 
Fortunately his advice was followed, and 
in a few months the knee was apparently 
as well as ever. A tiny scar at the knee 
was the only evidence that a ball had ever 
touched it, and as years went by he almost 
forgot that a wound had ever been there. 

Immediately after the war Dr. Wood re- 
moved from Georgia to New York. Some 
years — he began to be troubled by pains 
in the knee. They always returned about 
the anniversary of the battle of Gettys- 
burg and were felt at intervals for several 
months after. For the last three years, 
about one or two months after the anni- 
versary of the battle, the leg at the knee 
has been seriously inflamed, but has re- 
covered within eight or ten days. During 
much of this time the doctor was confined 
to the house. 

This ‘year the persistence of the swell- 
ing induced him to ask his friend, Dr. 
John C. Minor, to explore the swelling. 
The operation was performed the after- 
noon of Sept. 28, the patient himself as< 
sisting at the operation. A hard lump 
was felt a little below the head of the tibia 
and an incision was made in the flesh large 
enough for the extraction of an ordinary ‘ 
pistol ball. Dr. Wood’s son, a young man 
who is studying medicine, was an assist- 
ant. After a little probing on the part of 
the surgeon and patient the ball was lo- 
cated and Dr. Minor, with one sharp tug, 
brought to light, not a ball from an army 
revolver, but an iron canister shot two 
and a quarter inches in circumference and 
three-fourths of an inch in diameter. Ow- 
ing to the unexpected size of the shot the 
incision had to be extended to admit its 
passing out. 

This remarkable surgical curiosity has 
caused a great deal of interest among medi- 
cal men. Dr. Wood was seen by a Sunday 
Post-Dispatch correspondent at his house, 
on West Seventeenth street, was discuss- 
ing the operation with two or three medical 
friends. He lay on a couch with the wound- 
ed limb carefully bandaged. The shot 
passed through the head of the tibia, one- 

uarter of an inch below the knee joint. 

ad it passes ni te the hard part of 
the shaft it would have been shattered. 
Instead, it passed through the bone by 
way of the soft and spongy tissue, lodging 
as by a miracle against the walls of the 
arteries. Had it penetrated a air’s- 
breadth farther the walls of the blood- 
vessels would have been broken and death 
would have ensued on the battlefield. As 
it is, not a nerve or bloodvessel is the worse 
for the long years the wrought iron ball 
has been their neighbor. The shot ig as 
bright as whengit left the cannon’s mouth. 

In speaking of the wound Dr. W said: 
‘“T have often thought the great mistake in 
making armor for warships Was in not im- 
itating nature more. If after thé vessel 
is made sound and water tight by a light 
steel armor, some light cancellated or 
spongy material were fastened outside and 
then a second light piate outside, there 
would be far less danger of both plates 
being shattered and the warships could 
be made much lighter. This you see is the 
method nature follows, and this wound of 
mine illustrates it.”’

6 eurgeon knows if he waits for the bac- 
teria to kill themselves by their toxines, 
or to be killed by the anti-toxines, he can 
romove the appendix with safety as an 
‘interval case.’

No such 
opprobrium follows the death of an appendi- 
citis patient under medical treatment, 
MEDICAL TREATMENT. 

It is interesting to compare the death 
rate from operations to that of appendi- 
citis when treated medically. Statistics 
-from a large number of observers give an 
average death rate in the principal attack 
of appendicitis of about 15 per cent, and the 
writer computes, without being able to 
obtain available data for reference, that 
nearly 10 per cent more die from the numer- 
ous chronic complications resulting from 

revious acute attacks. Dr. Merris says, 

owever, that medical treatment, although 
it cannot reach the bacteria invading the 
tissues in the appendix, will nevertheless 
give decided comfort in many cases in 
which surgical aid is not obtainable.
